The tenor of both ration orders in their entirety is similar to| 
the foregoing excerpts. The informal, almost conversational lan- 
guage of these orders achieve their primary purpose of setting 
forth the programs for rationing the respective commodities and 
at the same time it is clearly intelligible to the ration board mem- 
bers and the public alike. These orders show what can be done 
in the way of desirable simplification. Revisions of statute law have 
in a much lesser degree done the same thing. Qualified draftsmen 
of statutes or regulatory orders can and should produce documents 
such as Ration Orders 4A and 9. It may require more thought and 
more time but the result would more than likely be worth both.

thus invoked was not establish- 
ed principles but the Chancel- 
lor’s own notion of justice. And 
it was notorious that the Chan- 
cellor’s notion of what was just, 


varied with each Chancellor, 
was—said, according to his 
“countenance” or according to 
the length of his foot. It was 
only after four centuries of a 
mixed law’and what might in a 
non-derogatory sense be called, 
an “unprincipled” equity juris- 
diction, that Chancery became a 
separate court of equity with a 
distinct jurisdiction. Only short- 
ly before the reign of Henry 
VIII did the Chancellor begin 
regularly to decide cases; and it 
was not until sometime there- 
after, even, that the Chancel- 
lor’s judgments came to rest 
upon a distinct jurisprudence. 

How late and how incidental, 
in the history of the Chancellor- 
ship and Chancery, was the es- 
tablishment a distinct Court 
of Chancery, is signally reflected 
il the character which the 
Chancellor’s office predominant- 
lv retained even after the Court 
of Chancery had fully emerged. 
For, even then and for long 
thereafter, the Chancellors’ chief 
importance was political and 
their “knowledge of law and 
equity was of the slightest’. In 
this connection, it is of the 
greatest significance that the 
first professional lawyer to be- 
come Chancellor was Lord Bac- 
(1558-1579). Until Bacon’s 
time, the Chancellor had per- 
formed his judicial functions “by 


as

ccasionally stealing a few hours 
from his political occupations.” 
Even thereafter, in 1589, there 
was a temporary historical re- 
lapse when the Queen appoint- 
ed as Chancellor one of her fav- 
orites who was especially noted 
for his skill in dancing. 

That the separateness of the 


Court of Chancery from the law 
courts was the result not of an 
inherent incompatability of the 
two bodies of jurisprudence but 
of an historical separateness of 


the two institutions, is indicat- 
ed impressively by a famous 
legal-historical episode. That 
episode was the great struggle 
between the two courts in the 
time of Lord Coke and Lord 


Ellesmere. That struggle was the 
manifestation of clash be- 
tween two antagonistic institu- 
tions which has been compared 


a 





by a great historian (Holds- 
worth) the conflict between 
the temporal courts and the ec- 
clesiastical courts. Their antag- 
onism arose not out of an in- 
compatability of the two bodies 
of law which they respectively 
administered, but out of a prac- 
tice of the Chancellor of issu- 
ing injunctions restraining pro- 
ceedings in the law courts. This 
practice was finally challenged 
by Coke’s declaration that im- 
prisonment for disobedience to 
such injunction was unlaw- 
ful. The resultant outright con- 
flict between the two legal in- 
stitutions called for royal in- 
terference, and the King refer- 
red the matter to Bacon, who 
was then Attorney General. 


to

Upon Bacon’s advice, the King 
sustained the asserted author- 


ity of the Chancellor. Holds- 
worth has suggested that, in 
doing so, the King was biased 


in favor of Chancery because the 
law judges were uncongenial and 
the Chancellor, as a Minister of 
State, was quite congenial, to 
the King’s absolutist claims. This 
view of the matter emphasizes 
the fact that the opposition be- 
tween Chancery “and the law 
courts was not jurisprudential 
but institutional. The same truth 
is additionally confirmed by the 
fact that even when subsequent 
improvements in the procedure 
and practice of the common law 
courts made the issuance of in- 
junctions against law actions 
uncalled for and inappropriate 
in many cases, “the Court of 
Chancery” Holdsworth says, 
“liberally issued them with an 
eye. * * * to the profits accruing” 

From the foregoing survey, it 
is evident that the Chancellor 
did not originate as a judicial 
officer but as a high government 
official; that he continued to be 
chiefly a high government offic- 
ial during many centuries; that 
his judicial duties during all that 
time were subordinate and in- 
cidental to his non-judicial of- 
fice and were performed by him 
not individually but in associa- 
tion with other high govern- 
ment officials, namely, the mem- 
bers of the King’s Council. It is 
clear, moreover, that the Chan- 
cellor and his department, 
Chancery, did not come into ex- 
istence judicial institutions 
deliberately fashioned and in- 
tended to evolve or apply a dis- 
tinct body of law separate from 
and in contrast with the body of 
the common law. On the con- 
trary, that body of law which 
came to be associated character-
